SINGAPORE RIOTS

The Inspector General of Police at 
| Singapore was. knocked down by a 
| blow on the head from a stick during 
the’ anti-Japanese riots. The first 
night the trouble lasted. from 8,30: 
p.m. to 2 am., by which time. naval 
and military jhelp was called out. 
One posse of police, caught 
between, two. hostile crowds, had to 
|fire. They killed a Tamil and a 
|Chinese, and wounded two other 
| Tamils, That rumpus lasted till 3 
fam. Next day a greal deal of 
Japanese produce was destroyed. 
Four persons have ‘died as the re- 
sult of the rioting not six as previous: 
ly stated. One Chinese and one. 
Tamil were killed on Thursday. night 
when. the police were compelled to 
fire on the crowd.in South Bridge 
Road. Of the other two, one Chinese 
was killed byabayonet thrust from the 
military, while the other a Hylam, was 
found dead in Beach Road on Satur- 
day morning. The cause of this 
man’s death is not known. The list
